Street Sign Boards No Long- 
er to Be Allowed In 
the City. 



One of the Best Sermons

The city council met in regular 
session Friday night with all mem- 
bers present except Councilman 
Armstrong. 

The report of the committee on 
revision of ordinances was received 
and was made a special order for a 
meeting to be held next Friday night. 

The finance committee reported 
that the accounts of Treasurer A. 
W. Wood for 1906 were correct and 
he was given his quietus for last 
year. 

An emergency fund of $100 was 
placed at the disposal of the Mayor. 

An ordinance was passed forbid- 
ding lobse board advertisements on 
the streets or sidewalks of the city. 

The Mayor notified the councif 
that he had revoked the license of 
'•Vellington Berry, col., who oper- 
ates a pool room on Seventh street, 
to take effect Feb. 28. 

Chairman Twyman, of the street 
committee, was directed to proceed 
at once to enforce the new ordinance 
requiring the trimmingof trees that 
obstruct street lighting. 

The account of the City Light Co. 
for January was allowed, subject to 
correction by the finance committee. 

Daeds to the new street from 18th 
to 21st, to be known as Harrison 
street, were accepted from the Hop- 
per heirs and the Forbes Mfg. Co. 

The council instructed the city 
attorney to prepare an ordinance de- 
claring the Cumberland Telephone 
and Telegraph Company a nuisance 
in Hopkinsville and imposing a fine 
upon it every day it continues to 
run without a franchise. The Cum- 
berland's franchise expired in 1902, 
and it has since continued to operate 
without having purchased a fran- 
chise. This is the home office of the 
company, and in 1904 it agreed to an 
assessment of $60,000 on its intangi- 
ble property which it has since re- 
fused to give in. It last week 
brought suit to recover $900 paid on 
the 1904 assessment with interest, 
holding that the assessment has since 
been held to have been unlawful. 
The ordinance to be reported will be 
similar to one recently passed in 
Elkton under which a compromise 
was effected, the Cumberland agree- 
ing to buy a franchise in the regular 
way.

NASHVILLE PHYSICIAN 



Convicted of Murder of Mrs. 
Rosa Mangrum. 

Nashville, Tenn., Feb. lf>.-After 
one of the most stubbornly fought 
legal battle* ever witnessed her 
Dr. J. Herman Feint, a prominent 
physician of this city, was today 
found guilty of murdering Mrs. 
Rosa Mangrum. The verdict car- 
ries with it the death penalty. 

Mrs. Mangrum, who had been un- 
der the care of Dr. Feist, disappear- 
ed on December 14, 1905, and her 
body was found in the Ohio river at 
Cairo, III., on January 25, 1906. A 
few days before the disappearance 
of Mrs. Mangrum she drew some- 
thing like $1,400 from a local bank 
and announced that she was going 
to Chicago. She left her boarding 
house on the night of her disappear- 
I for the railway station and 
that was the last ever seen of her. 

The evidence against Dr. Feist 
was purely circumstantial, the most 
salient feature of which was that he 
deposited in a local bank the sum of 
$500 a few days after the disappear- 
ance of Mrs. Mangrum.

The hidden treasure nought is kauri 
gum, a resinous substance which is 
the product of the kauri tree. The 
gum can be secured from the trunks 
of trees while they are alive, for It 
protrudes in lumps, but It is especially 
profitable to dig for it in the soil about 
the stumps remaining after the trees 
«Jiave been cut down. Sometimes 
chunks weighing as much as 100 
pounds are taken up from the ground. 

Digging for kauri gum is profitable, 
for the gum is used in the manufac- 
ture of varnish, and apparently it is 
one of those products of nature whose 
place cannot be filled by anything else 
which haH yet been discovered. In 
fact, the price has gone up 25 per i 
within the last year because of the 
great increase in the demand. It
